REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
1- Examiner withdrwas claims objections of claims 2-7 due to corrections and clarifications by applicant. 

2- Examiner withdraws claims rejections under 35 USC 1 12 for claim 3 due to corrections by applicant. 

3- Applicant's arguments traversing the rejection of claim 1 under USC 112 rejection are not persuasive since the rejections of the 

claim included the phrase "means/method steps" which refers to a method claims for "method steps" and system or apparatus 
claims with respect to the phrase "means" in the phrase "means/method steps". Therefore examiner has considered claim 1 as 
a system claim and not a method claim. Applicant's arguments also for whatever reasons has ignored the phrase "means" in 
the phrase "means/method steps". Furthermore examiner considers "allocatable" phrase as a limitations not necessary 
performed, and for that reasons has given suggestion such as "allocating". Therefore the rejection of claim 1 is maintained. 

4- Applicant's arguments with respect to rejection of claim 1 are not persuasive for the resons below: col. 14. lines 6-9 and 28-47 of 

Proust et al disclose a pointer that points to the location of storage where the messages for secrets or rights are stored, 
examiner in the last office has stated that the pointer is the tool for selection of the storage and the storage was correspondent 
to security registers, therefore the selection or allocation of the security registers were addressed. Applicant has not provided 
no arguments to address examiner's above statement and just traversing by repeating that such teaching is not out there, 
col. 12. lines 46-52 also disclose the hierarchical structure of the directories, and where directories are consist of files that 
stores applications. Jennina's teach on col.3. lines 29-33 memory systems is also as n-tree level where directories and files are 
stored, therefore applicant's arguments are not persusive. *
